Persons who desire to become citizens of the 

United States, under the naturalization laws, 

before election day, are notified that, in order to 


the day, evening sessions wili be held in the 
Criminal Court, between the hours of 7 and 
half-past 9. It will be remembered that, a year 
or two ago, the Judges of the several Courts of 
Record in this city agreed that naturalization 
should no longer be conducted by the Clerks of | 
the Courts, as had been the custom, but that it 
should be a judicial proceeding, attended to by | 
the Judges in person, as cofitemplated by the 


naturalization laws of Congress. 


The trial of Thomas Oullen, aged 19 years, 
for the murder of James P. McWilliam-, a print- 
er employed in the office of the Chicago Times, 
was concluded yesterday in the Criminal Court. 
After retirement of about one hour, the jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty, fixing the penalty 
at imprisonment for life in the Penitentiary. 
Although the crime was one of peculiar atrocity, 
it was curiously lacking in those features which 
usually lead to certain conviction, inasmuch as 
it was impossible to produce a witness to swear 
positively that the accused fired the shot. 
The evidence was wholly circumstantial, but so 
convincing ae to precinde a reasonable doubt 
of gutlt. In his instructions to the jury, Judge 
Tree specifically charged that the plea of drank- 
enness is of no effect in extenuation of crime. “

LAGER-BEER WAR. 

‘The experment of enforcing the Sunday laws 
with reference to the sale of lager-beer has now 
reached a crisis, in the presence of it is 
well to stop and consider whether this sw 

and wholesale innovation is not calculated to 
work more of mischief than good, and eveutual- 
ly to defeat the very end sought to be accom- 
plished. It must be remembered, first. of all, 
that the endeavor to enforce the law, and the 


alarmed for its own safety, and both the gecu- 
lar and religious classes of the community 

to counsel together in what manner this fearful 
increase of crime could be stayed, and protec- 
tion guaranteed to people in the public streets, 
not only from murderously-inclined wretches, 
but from all sorts of criminals. At these meet- 
ings, and in the interviews of these Committees 


conceded that these murders and murderous as- 
saults were immediately caused by the use of 
intoxicating liquora, and that the great majority 
of these crimes were perpetrated on Saturday 
nights and Sundays. Before leaving this brief 
record of the origin of the movement, that its 
character and responsibility may be exactly as- 
certained, it should be, stated that the 
first proposition to close the saloons 
on Sundays came from the Committee appointed 
by the meeting known as the Greenebaum meet- 
ing. Mr. Greenebaum's Committee ascertained 
from the Corporation Counsel that there was a 
Sunday law on the statute-books and in the city 
ordinances, and then urged its enforcement, and 
the Committee appointed at the subsequent 
meeting of prominent clergymen and laymen 
emphasized thé demand and morally co-operated 
with Mr. Greenebaum’s Committee. Concerning 
the origin and the object of the movement, there 


can beno question. Mr. Greenebaum for the 
public at large, Rev. Dr. Kittrédge and Rev. C. 


H. Fowler for the religious classes, are the spon- 


sors of it; ite object is to suppress the alarming 
increase of crime. 


‘While there is no question about either the 
origin or the object of the movement, there is 


at the same time uo question that it is the duty 
of the authorities to enforce any existing law 
when their attention is called to it and the pub- 
lic make the demand. But there are two ways of 
enforcing law. It may be enforced wisely or 
foolishly, and especially so in this instance. 
The Sunday law will be enforced wisely if it is 
carried out with reference to the plain and only 
object of this movement, namely, the sup- 
pression of crime. It should operate only upon 
the places where crime originates, and there is 
no difficulty in locating these places. The line 
between the places which breed crime and those 
} Which do aot is drawn so distinctly that there is 
no danger of making a mistake. It is the low 
whiskey-dens and groggeries, and that triple 
combination of the restaurant, whiskey-shop, 
and brothel, which produce these crimes. As 
far as the law is applied to these 
and all other places where intoxicating liquors 
are sold on Sunday, it is a wise enforcement. 
There is, however, s. foolish way of enforcing 
the law, and one which, it is evident, must defeat 
the very result which it is intended to secure. 
When the beer-saloon is included within the pro- 
visions of the law, and the attempt is made to 
close them, the friends of the movement over- 
shoot the mark, and array a powerful public sen- 
timent against them, which not only is sure to 
operate against them, but may eventually pro- 
duce greater crimes, and amore alerming danger 
to the public safety, than those which have 
threatened it for some time past. Intoxicating 
liquors axe not sold (or only rarely) at the beer- 
saloons. ‘The records of the past twenty years 
sbow that crime neither originates nor results 
from the sale of beer. The closing of the beer-. 
saloon, therefore, contributes nothing toward 
the stoppage of crime, while it directly infringes 
upon a palpable personal right. It -is just as
